A large scale attack and defence game 
was to have been played, but the rain 


{ poured on us, and mstead of scout- 
ing we marched around the grounds 
for a time. Then we rallied im 


patrols up to the Earl of Shaftesbury 
and I was so smail and so sluggish in 
acceleration that I found myself in the 
back, now mixed up with a strange troop, 
and I never even saw the Earl. 

That was the historic day upon which 

a still well-known Belfast Scout officer hit 
— 4 still well-known Belfast Scout 
officer in the eye with a cream cookie! I 
wrangled throughout the day with a 
youngster, who is now a very good friend 
of mine, but who splashed me shamefully 
with the mud of Belfast Castle demesne 
as we trod Cave Hills-wards along a path 
that had become a stream. 

That youngster subsequently emulated 
Hans-in-Luck. He bought a motor cycle 
when motor cycles cost a lot of money, 
changed it for something less valuable, 


and that for something even less valuable, 
and so on, till at the end of a few months, 
a motor cycle which had cost the best part 
of £100 was represented by so little that 
it was over a counter for a 
hottle of beer. 

It was the same man who conceived the 
glorious idea of buying an omnibus to take 
his friends for rides, the seating accom- 
modation of an ordinary car being con- 
sidered far too limited. A party assembled 
for a day in the country, but before the

Caviare is still abundantly consumed in 
Russia, where you can always purchase 
sandwiches for the equivalent of a couple 
of pence, but in Russia they take care not 
to use the Romanoff label. That is 
evidently kept for foreign consumption, 
when it commands a higher price. The 
commodity seen in Dublin costs 9s. for an 
ounce, and comes from the original factory 
at Astrakhan. 

For all their revolutionary complex, 
symbols are still appreciated by the 
Soviets ! 


Bird Fanciers 


I met a man the other day who told 
me that breeding canaries is a fascinating 
hobby. To prove it, he showed me his own 
little aviary. I was certainly surprised 
when I observed the size and the beauti- 
ful plumage of these birds. 

I had no idea that canaries were so 
valuable until my. attention was directed 
to two birds which cost £12 each. It ap- 
pears that there are many bird-fanciers in 
Ireland, and they are quite willing to pay 
top prices for well-bred birds. 

Canaries, he tells me, must be, kept 
scrupulously clean. They require a bird 
bath at least twice a week, and it is de- 
lightful to watch them splashing them- 
selves in the water. Specially-selected 
birdseed is essential, and chopped eating 
apples and watercress are recommended to 


keep the birds fit.

youngsters gabbling it. It has only three 


words for colours—black, white and red. 


The other colours are described by sub- 
stantives, such as — for green, sky for 


blué, and so on. ving seen neither the 
sea nor the-ships that sail ón it, the 
8 have no words for these things ; 
ut I must way that, in spite of thei: 
language’s shortcomings in respect o. 
words, seem to get on very well with 
what they have. 


A New Language 


We got one up on the gipsies, and the 
Uzhorodians as well, in this matter of 
language. When we visited the gipsy 
school for the first time a certain amount 
of largesse had to be dispensed to the 
Romany teacher, who was a cadaverous- 
looking fellow with a hawk’s nose and a 

air of long swarthy hands with the 

ngers of an artist. When we were 
leaving the school he invited us to sign the 
visitors’ book, and it was here that we 
worked our little trick on Podkarpatska 
Rus. Cork came to the rescue. Probably 
for the first time in the history of the 
Czechoslovak Republic, and assuredly for 
the first time in the experience of the town 
of Urhorod, the name of a visitor was 
written in Irish. * 

The school teacher was completely 
stumped. He examined our friend's 
beautifully written signature the Cork- 
man has a lovely hand—but could make 
nothing whatever of it. Neither could 
the young Ruthenian priest, who was 
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A Ruthenian wooden church. 


called into immediate consultation. Even 
our guides, male and female, felt that they 
were in the presence of a hitherto unsus- 
pected -mystery; and when I explain 

what it all meant they thought that I w 

pulling their legs. A new language in 
Uzherod was something with which none 
of them had reckoned ; yet a new language 
it certainly was, and our little party had 
the honour of introducing Central Europe 
for the first time in centuries to the cul- 


After this incident our stock went up 
with a bound. r Corkman now was 
regarded as if he had been a visitor from 
Mars; and he played his part with some 
éclat. His general air of superiority 
became intensified. Somebody once told 
him that he step off a Cork tramcar 
as if he were leaving a State chariot, and 
the admiring Uzhorodians always gave 
him the courtesy of the footpath as he 
sailed magnificuntly through their midst. 
Encouraged by his initial success, he tried 
to send a telegram im Irish; but the 
Czechoslovak Post Office boggled at that. 
If he, would write in Roman script they. 
wo á have a shot at it; but the only 
thing they could do with the Gaelic was 
to play it on the fiddle. 7 

e was a disconcerting companion at 
times, that Corkman of ours; for he could 
be, and generally was, distressingly frank. 


He wes not quite so bad as his fellow- 


townsman who is reputed.to have asked, 
when his attention was drawn to the view 
along the Seine from the Pont Neuf, 
re you ever see the Provincial Bank 
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in the streets. For about two hundred 
yards on either side of one street they. set 
up their stalls, or merely plant themselves 
on the edge of the pavement, displaying 
their stocks of vegetables and fruit 
in attractive array. Grapes are sold 
in colossal quantities. Sub-Carpathian 
Ruthenia produces some of the finest 
grapes I ever have tasted, and they are 
ridiculously cheap. The retail price of the 
best Weintrauben, little wine gra no 
bigger than a wren’s Rg is the equivalent 
of twopence a pound: hat the wholesale 
price can be I have no idea; but it hardly 
can pay the peasants for the trouble of 
NA the fruit. The black grapes are 
even cheaper, but they are not so sweet as 
the others. 


eu Cheap Produce 


In addition to mountains of grapes, th: 
street stalls are packed with pears, apple: 
and dark plums, all of which can b. 
bought for a couple of coppers a kilo. Row 
upon row of huge cabbages line the foot. 
paths. Tomatoes, larger than the Irish 
brend, but just as tasty, are almost given 
away; and as for paprika, with its 
yorgeous crimson hue, tons of it can be 
had for a song. The housewives oi 
Uzhorod are early astir. They all seem to 
make their purchases in the street, and ] 
cannot imagine how the unfortunate shop 
keepers manage to make ends meet. Yet 
they do; for there are splendid shops’ in 
Uzhorod, virtually every one of which is 
owned by a Jew. 

At the other end of the town the Jew: 
have their street stalls, and they, too, dk 
a brisk trade. They do not go in for farn. 
produce. They sell clothes—you can bus 
quite a respectable woman's frock for hal. 
a crown—fancy goods of all ‘descriptions. 
4nd every manner of cheap jewellery, toys, 
sadgets and kickshaws. e place look: 
like an open-air edition of Woolworths; 

‘but behind every stall is an obvious Jew. 
who sells his wares so cheaply that onc 
wonders how it is done. In addition tr 
these stalls there are the Slovak pedlars 
nost of them fine upstanding youn: 
fellows, who carry their goods on fold-u} 
trays hung around their necks by stout 
leather straps. 

These men have an amazing profusion 
of things to be bought. Their stock-in 
rade consists of collar studs, razor blades. 
having brushes, knives, cuff links. 


= . ‘hings for taking the stones out of horses 


hooves, gaudy buttons, hrooches, ornaments 
of every conceivable kind, men’s braces 
sock suspenders, boot laces, fountain pens 
at ama a time, knitting needles, safety 
pins, hanks of wool, and babies’ teats, to 
mention only a few of the innumerable 
articles that are hawked around the 
Ruthenian villages by these roving sales 
men. They nearly all are Slovaks, but they 
appear to be fitted ovt and financed by the 
Jewish wholesalers. You will come across 
these Slovak pedlars all over the place. 
In the old days before the War they uscd 
to come as far West as the Rhineland; 
but nowadays currency and other restric- 
tions keep them more or less confined to 
territories of the Central European 
tates. 


In_Mukacevo 


How all these people contrive to make 
a living in Uzhorod I cannot guess. Yet 
they do, altho a great deal of it must 
be by the time-honoured process of taking 
in one another’s washing. Of course, since 
the Revolution in 1918 large numbers of 
Czech civil servants have been sent from 
Bohemia, to Podkarpatska Rus, and they 
“he their salaries in the province; but 
place is almost without industries. 
and depends for its revenue largely on 
agriculture, such as it is, and forestry: 
There is a State tobacco factory in 
Mukacevo, and a few minor industries 
here and there. Before the War there 
were only a half-dozen houses in Uzhorod 
that had electric light, which they drew 
from a local mill: but now there is a fine 
wer station in the town, and I dare say, 
in the course of time, fresh industries will 
begin to make their appearance. 
Mukacevo is like Uzhorod, only more so ! 
There actually is a Jewish majority in tha 
town, which seems to be quite prosperous. 
We paid a visit to Mukacevo one. fiercely 
hot Sunday and found the place thro 
with people, all in their Sunday best ; for, 
although they nearly all were Jews, they 
seemed to observe the Christian sab 
as well as their own. The Greek Catholics 
are particularly generous in the matter of

utterly strange. All three were holding 
lighted candles in their hands—apparently 
part of the Russiah ritual; and there was 
something infinitely tragic about it all. 
I stayed for, a few minutes, as I did not 
like to draw attention to myself; but I 
managed to slip out into the sunshine just 
before the priest gave Communion. to the 
three worshippers. 

Outside in the street a little band of 
Jewish boys were playing after the fashion 
of boys the world over. Once again I 
thought I might be able to take a photo- 
graph of them; but as soon as they saw 
me coming towards them they yelled at 
me with one accord and were-off like so 
many little hares. At the cross-roads a 
squat Ozech policeman; with his tin hat, 
was directing the traffic from a round 
rostrum, such as one sees in the 
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A Ruthenian beggar 


streets of Paris. He was a young 
man, and—what surprised me very 
much—he knew no German. In Prague 


all the Czech policemen are able to speak 
German, although they do not like it very 
much. If you address them in German, to 
begin with, as likely as not you will get 
a short answer; but if you make an effort 
to begin your conversation in Czech, even 
by the use of the single word Prosim 
(Please), they will be charmed, and you 
can fire ahead as much as you like in 
German after that. 


A Useful Formula - 6 


One Englishman whom I met in Prague 
had a delightful little formula which he 
invariably used in his dealings with tr 

olice. He would start in German, which 

e knew very well, and, if the policeman 
did not respond, he would shont: Damn 
your eves, man, do you not understand 
plain English? whereupon the limb of 
the law would gria broadly, salute, and 
get on with the job—in German! Tho 
reason why the policeman at Mukacevo 
was ignmant of the Teuton tongue was 
that he had gone to school after the estab- 
lishment of the Republic, and had learnt 
only Czech and Ruthenian. There must be 
thousands of them who have had the same 
experience. In another 8 tho uso 
of German among the Czechs will almost 
have disappeared. 

In Mukacevo there are two educational 
establishments of unusual interest. One 
is a Jewish High School, probably the 
first of its kind in the world; and the 
other is an agricultural college, Certainly, 
the Czechdslovak Government is sparing 
no trouble or expense in the sence of 
its educational policy in Podkarpatska 
Rus.

The Labouter's Nire 


The labourer is worthy of his hire; and 
a Cabinet Minister’s labour is very heavy. 
That is the final argument in favour of 
the findings of the committee on the 


salaries of Free State Ministers. Before 
Mr. de Valera came into power, the 
President of the Executive Council 
received a salary of £2,500; cther Cabinet 
Ministers drew £1,700 apiece; Parlia- 
mentary Secretaries had £1,200; the 
Attorney-General received £2,500; and 
such officers as the Speaker of the Dáil 
and Chairman of the Senate, with their 
deputies, obtained varying sums. Mr. de 
Valera, as a popular ‘‘ gesture,” instituted 
sweeping economies. While these salaries 
were fixed by statute, and could not be 
altered except by statute, it became the 
custom that the Ministers should return a 
substantial portion of their salaries to the 
Treasury—with the result that Mr. de 
Valera himself for several years past has 
been drawing no more than £1,500 ‘free 
of income tax), and the other Ministers no 
more than £1,000. It has been rumoured 
freely that the Ministers have found 

impossible to live on these salaries in a 
manner befitting their position. They 
must do a considerable amount of enter- 
tainment ; and, unlike Ministers of State 


‘in many other countries, most of them 


possess no other means of livelihood, In 
the circumstances, the question of their 
emolument has been laid before a special 
committee of all parties; whose recom- 
mendations are summarised in our 
columns to-day. If they are accepted, the 
new President of Ireland will drew a total 
remuneration of £15,000 a year; the Prime 
Minister will have £3,000, and the Deputy 
Prime Minister £2,500; the other 
Cabinet Ministers will get £2,250, and 
Parliamentary Secretaries £1,400 apiece. 
In addition, the Attorney-Genera! will be 
rewarded with £2,250—a decrease, as it 
appears, on the statutory saiary—the 
Speaker of the Ddil will have £2,250 and 
his Deputy £1,100 ; the hairman of the 
Senate will receive £1,200, and the 
Deputy-Chairman £750, i 

So far as Ministers are concerned, the 
net effect will be virtually to double their 
salaries. Nevertheless, in spite of the 
additional burden on the Exchequer, we 
are inclined to approve the Committee's 
findings. The services of a Cabinet 
Minister are worth a good deal more than 
£1,000 a year, and, if the posts are to be 
occupied by the best men, a good deal more 
must bo paid. As the Committee points 
out, not only does a Minister work 
extremely hard, but also his hours are 
uncertain; he must make a complete break 
with his former business or profession, and 
he is deprived, to a great extent, of the 
blessings of personal liberty, privacy and 
leisure. It is all very well to say that 
most of the executive work of a Ministry 
is dono by the Parliamentary Socretary 
and the Ministry's officers, That is so; 


| yot the Minister’s personal responsibility 


is very heavy, and, in Ireland at least, he. 
must remain in the closest contact with 
his department—if only that he may be 
able to make intelligent answers to unex:

Poland's Part 


M. Delbos bas arrived in Warsaw, er 
he ia starting his series of conversations 
with Central and South-Eastern European 
statesmen. He proposes afterwarus to visit 
Bukharest, Belgrade and Prague. Coming 
immediately after his talks with Mr 
Neville Chamberlain and Mr. Eden in 
London, this visit is regarded as an im- 
portant development in Europenn affairs; 
for it indicates a desire on the part of the 
French Government to find out exactly 
where it stands. Do the smaller States of 
Central Europe intend to abide by their 
alliances with France, or will they 
drawn into the sphere of influence of the 
Rome-Berlin axis. The question at the 
moment is very pertinent in view of the 
increasingly aggressive attitude of the 
totalitarian Powers. Both Germany and 
Italy are acting as if they regaided 
military force as the only thing that 
matters in internationai affairs ; and, 1f 
the democracies are not able to prove to 
them that they are wrong, another war 
will become inevitable. In Central and 
South Eastern Europe there «re roughly 
three groups of smaller Powers. In the 
North there are the Baltic States, which, 
from the military point of view, are almost 
negligible, although they occujy an im- 
portant position strategically. There ‘s 
Poland, which, with a population of 
35,000,000, may be regarded almost as a 
Great Power; and finally thera are the 


three countries of the Little Entente 
Czechosiovakia, Rumania and Yugo- 
slavia. Austria and Hungary are in a 


class by themselves, and the other Balkan 
Powers hardly come into the reckoning 
at the moment. After the War Poland 
became, to all intents and purposes, a 
vassal State of France, and, in consequence 
of Germany's attitude towards Danzig and 
the corridor, her policy vas strongly 
anti-German. When Herr Hitler came 
into power, however, Polish pelicy took 
on a new direction—and very naturally. 
The Poles realised that they either must 
fight the Germans or make terms with 
them; and a ten years’ pact ot mutual 
friendship was concluded. ‘his pact was 
not intended in any way to prejudice the 
existing relations between Warsaw and 
Paris; but inevitably it resulted in « 
cooling off in Franco-Polish friendship, 
particularly since the relations between 
Poland and Czechoslovakia—never exactly 
cordial since the Teschen incident in 1919 
—began to grow appreciably worse. For a 
time, indeed, it looked as if there would be 
a German-Polish movement against the 
Czechoslovaks, M. Delbos’s visit to 
Warsaw, although mainly ‘‘ exploratory,” 
probably is calculated to improve relations 
not only between Poland and France, but 
also between Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
There is no doubt that the Polss are in a 
very awkward position. They are wedged 
in between Germany and Sovict Russia, 
who are at daggers drawn, In the event 
of a Russo-German war their country 
would be the cockpit of another bitter 


struggle, and they would find it exceed

7 people and Passion 


Two people and a passion are 
for drama nowadays: they 


audience, a producer, a theatre, — 


ultimately an author. These necessities, 
which have been heaped upon the heads of 
the characters in search of an author by |, 
the growing commercialism of the enter- 
tainment business, have tended to turn 
the drama from its primary verse form to 
a slipshod prose that is supposed to be a 
translation of everyday speech, The effort 
to represent the clipped and slangy 
speech of to-day on the stage has, in its 
turn, made of the actor a pale reflection 
of natural models. Instead of Marlowe we 
have Maugham; instead of Congreve we 
have Coward; instead of Jonson we have 
Jones. Shakespeare alone is sustained in 
grandeur in his native Stratford, in the 
London Old Vic., and in the villages of 
I-eland. Nowadays t'e poet in the 
theatre is accepted to mean Shakespeare, 
although there are numerous poets in 
Ireland, England and America who have 
striven to make drama their mode of com- 
munication with the public. Maxwell 
Anderson has succeeded in attracting a 
big audience in the United States; T. 8. 
Eliot has his audience in England; only 
in Ireland is the poet debarred from 
access to a popular stage. The whole 
subject was discussed by the Irish P.E.N. 
Centre on Saturday evening, with the 
assistance of Mr. Ashley Dukes, whose 
Mercury Theatre 1s now the home of the 
poetic drama in London. The English 
are supposed to be unpoetic, yet they 
have 4 poets’ theatre, and, as Mr Stephen 
Gwynn pertinently reminded the gather- 
ing, that unpoetic nation has produced 
the world’s greatest poets. In this 
country we are supposed to be poetic—we 
started the renascence of the poetic drama 
in English thirty years ago—but to-day 
it is lamented that there is no audience 
for verse plays. In the Peacock Theatre | 
Dublin possesses an almost ideal location 
for verse drama; and there are surely 
five or six hundred persons in the capital 
city of a poetic community who desire to 
hear fine words finely spoken.” The 
trouble is that the fine words may not be 
spoken finely, because the speaking of 


| verse needs a specialised training, which 


is apparently too rigorous for our 
potential actors and actresses. It is true 
that there are some available now; but 
they evidently »refer the safe remunera- 
tion of commercial drama to the artistic 
esteem of a verse play,

Japanese Business 


The Japanese have not lost a moment 
since they captured Shanghai in connec- 
tion with trade, as their cotton mills in 
the district have begun to resume their 
normal production, a matter of great im- 
portance to Japan, as of the total number 
of textile mills owned by Japan in Uhina 
about seventy per cent. are in or near 
Shanghai. The history of the develop- 
ment of the Japanese textile industry in 
China is. one that is instructive and 
interesting, showing as it does how Japan 
succeeded in getting a hold on the 
industry, while other Powers were occupied 
in their own affairs, ignoring the fact that 
the Japanese were quietly at work secur- 
ing factories and expanding production 
in all directions, The Japanese textile 
industry in China to-day has a total of 
around 1,800,000 spindles, against 
2.810,000 native spindles and 227,000 
British-owned spindles, while it appears 
that every workman in Japanese factories 
produces about twelve per cent. more yarn 
per annum than his fellow -labourer in a 
Chinese-owned mill,

The latest 
developments at the War Office ate a very 
clear pointer to the fact that the Govern- 
ment is not asleep. Lord de la Warr, 
speaking at Newport last night, mentioned 
that when re-armament stopped it would 
only be because the country was 
thoroughly secure from an international 
point of view. These are re-assuring words, 
and in the meantime the British Govern- 
ment, aware of its great responsibility, 
does not lay all its cards on the table 
for other nations to inspect. 


Air Bases 


Preparations are being made for the 
military mission which the British Govern- 
ment is sending to Portugal for a series 
of talks with the military heads of that 
country. It has been decided that an officer 
of high rank in the Royal Air Force shal! 
be one of the party. The arrangements of 
new air bases will be one of the principal 
matters to be discussed, and it is probable 
that Portugal will a to the establish- 
ment of bases for British machines in the 
neighbourhood of Lisbon, with another at 
the Azores. The former will be needed for 
a re-fuelling base on the British air route 
between England and South America, 
while the winter route between this 
country and North America may need 
similar facilities, both at Lisbon and the 
Azores. The British airways have already 
sent out officials to survey possible land- 
ing — as they have been given by the 
Air Ministry the responsibility of all or- 
ganisation in connection with the routes 
to the ugg while Imperial Airways have 
a similar charge ene the North 
Atlantic routes.
